FAVORS SUBSIDIZED 
AIRCRAFT FOR FRANCE. 


DEPUTY URGES FLEET OF 1000 
PLANES WHICH CAN BE 
TSED COMMERCIALLY. 


{A FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE 

PARIS, June 21.—A fleet of 1000 
airplanes, suitable for war, is pro- 
posed in a bill now before the Cham- 
ber of Deputies. It is planned to 
establish and operate these war 
craft commercially, so that the cost 
to the government would be little. 
if any, more than under its present 
policy. 

The author of the measure, Dep- 
uty Paul Benazet, called attention 
to the large and expensive aviation 
personnel of the government “which 
consumes but does not produce.” 

Strongly advocating the creation 
of a great, protecting aerial force. 
Penazet urged that the government 
create a corporation to operate com- 
mercially, transporting passengers 
and freight and establishing air 
postal routes, thus training aviators, 
developing aviation, cementing re- 
lations with the colonies and mean- 
time keeping the fleet ready for im- 
mediate conversion to war purposes.

GOVERNOR SEES 
WATER GALORE. 


Says Work Greatest in Whole 
United States. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) July 9%.—Gov. 
Campbell is not in the least dis- 
turbed over reports that Arizona 
might lose ecither water rights or 
hydroelectric power through the op- 
eration of the Mondell bill, that 
seeks to create a plan for adjudi- 
cating claims of the intermountain 
States, upon the water and power 
of the Colorado River, and that seeks 
to lay the foundation upon which 
there may be equitable distribution. 
Gov. Campbell calls the harnessing 
of the Colorado River, the greatest 
piece of constructive work in the 
whole United Stat one through 
which Arizona m profit in an 
enormous degree, both agriculturally 
and industrially. 

“TI feel that I know.” he said, 
“that the flow of the Colorado River. 
properly conserved, will be enough 
for the reclamation of all the lands 
that can be irrigated under the 
stream, that is, within the limits of 
any reasonable expenditure. For in- 
stance. it might be possible to ex- 
tend the irrigated area by means 
tunneling through the mountains 
of Northwestern Arizona for a dis- 
tance of ten or fifteen miles, but I 
would not consider any expenditure 
fustified, that would cost more than 
boom prices for the srea that was 
to the reclaimed. There must be 
the savinre erace of common sense 
in such things.” 

DISSENSION NEEDLESS. 


“Probably.” continued the Gov- 
ernor, “after the construction of a 
dam at Boulder Creek or Black Can- 
yon, there would need to be a num- 
ber of lower diversion dams, each 
of which jtointly well might serve 
areas in Arizona and California, pos- 
‘sibly in Nevada as well. I can see 
no reason for anticipating dissension 
over the distribution. The stored 
supply of 20,000,000 acre feet not 
only should be enough for lands in 
the lower basin within the United 
States, but, as well. for all lands 
that can be irrigated m the 
stream in Mexico. 
| “With us there must be consider- 
ation of the reclamation of tracts 
along the river in western Mojave 
county, in Northwestern  Arisona 
and in western and southern Yuma 
couspties. No contour jines thus far 
have been run. It might be possible 
to start a great canal somewhere up 
towdrd Biack Canyon and lead it 
down the eastern side of the Colo- 
rado, eventually to debeuch on the 

lains somewhere above Parker. 
But this would be an enormously 
expensive work and there might be 
trouble in crossing the gorge of Bil! 
Williams's River, which Hes mid- 
way. 
| “But all these are mere details. 
Some day, and I hope it will be 
early, capable engineers will attend 
to the details of cost.

No Halting Growth, Says 
City Engineer, Advocating |. 
Major Highways. 


That the phenomenal growth of * 
Los Angeles during the past few 


| 


years ia still under way, with every 
prospect that it will continue in- 
definitely without interruption, is 
one of the predictions which are 
features of the annual report of City 
Engineer Griffin, transmitted yester- 


day to the Board of Public Works, 
covering the twelve months ended 
June 30. 

“Small western town principles of | 
engineering’ will no longer apply 
in Los Angeles, the City Engineer 
deciares, in advocating, among oth- 
er things, the laying out at once of 
a system of major highways for use 
as traffic arteries through the city. 

The city now has an area of 366.17 
square miles, and Maj. Griffin says 
that these figures will be greatly in- 
creased if adjacent annexation proj- 
ects are carried out, such as the 
proposed joining to the city of the) 
communities of Lankershim, Cres- . 
cent Heights, Laurel Canyon, Watts, 
Eagle Rock and Goodyear Addition, 
where lively consolidation cam- 
paigns are being conducted.

which tomorrow night will open its 
second season in the Camino Real 
Canyon, Hollywood. He has em- 
ployed much argument, including 
many public lectures, to convince 
the producers that the version pre- 
sented last year was incorrect in re-

Pilate, the rabbi explains, was in 
Jerusalem at that time because of 
ths coming Passover, which caused 
thousands of Jews to assemble, thus 
laying the groundwork for a rebel- 
lion. The placard bearing the 
words, “King of the Jews.” caused 
to be made by Pilate, was his subtle 
insult to all Jews, whom he sought 
to humiliate; likewise the crown of 
thorns the that Pilate 
caused Jesus to scourged, a pen- 
alty apptfed only slaves. 

Of Pilate’s washing of hands as 
‘of disavowal, Rabbi 
Myers says it is a trick of the edi- 
tors of the Book of Matthew, since it 
was a Jewish custom and could not

PRESIDENT’S ORITICS, 
Four months of Harding and not even 
a sign of friction, much less a resignation 
in the Cabinet. Plainly there is one Wil- 
sonian record which the President will not 
seek to break. For several weeks the 
Washington correspondents of the Demo 
cratic newspapers have been prospecting 
diligentiy for a fissure in the Cabinet; for 
it is through a split in the majority that 
the opposition always slips into a command- 
ing position. So. far their search has 
availed them nothing; putting the Cabinet 
members themselves on their guard is about 

all that has been accomplished. 

For a time the opposition hoped to find 
ite opportunity in Republican discord over 
the selection of a Chief Justice. The Dem- 
ocratic newspapers were all strong for the 
appointment of Secretary Hughes to that 
place, chiefly because it would be certain 
to precipitate a squabble over naming a 
new Secretary of State. Those “in the 
know” at Washington insist that there was 
an understanding that one of the members 
of the Supreme Court was to resign after 
Mr. Hughes had served for a year as Sec- 
retary of State and he was to be reappoint- 
ed justice; and,that Hoover was to be Sec- 
retary of State. 

If such an understanding ever existed 
(which is doubtful, for the President makes 
few promises,) it was nullified by the un- 
expected death of Chief Justice White. The 
rumor was rife in Washington that there 
was to be a row between Secretary Hoover 
and Secretary Fall over who should be Sec- 
retary of State; and the Democratic press 
was ready to make the most of small op- 
portunities. The appointment of Taft had

President for Secretary Hoover. The Pres-

THE PARADOXICAL JOR 


By a provoking paradox the Jor- 
dan, which Sir Herbert Samuel pro- 
to utilize In connection with 
ydroelectric and frrigation schemes, 
fs at once the best-known river in 
the world and one of the least-known 
to topographers. 

The upper waters were partly ex- 
plored about fifty years ago by our 
compatriot, Macgregor, in his Rob 
Roy canoe, while more recently two 
American inquirers—Prof. Libbey 
and Dr. Hoskins—have made val- 
uable additions to our knowledge. 
But, owing to the rapid current, un- 
navigable nature, frequently Inacceéd- 
sible banks and pestilential climate, 
this famous river has apparently 
never yet been traversed throughout 
its tortuous length. 

Yet this stream of khaki-colored 
water, apart from many sacred mem- 
ories, ses great {mportance for 
naturalists and geologists. It fows, 
through a deep crack on our globe, 
the most depressed spot of the 
earth's surface, while the local fish 
and vegetation are cha not 
of Asia. but of Africa. Moreover, 
the proposed deflection of the Jordan 
for industrial purposes naturally 
raises the problem of the fate that 
would befall the Dead Sea when so 
longer fed by this strange stream.—

to his, and to demand the destruc- 
tion of One who had never offended, 
whose innocence Was as clear as the

INCREASE OF COTTON 
FACILITIES WANTED. 


EXPORT GROWTH AT HARBOR 
PEMANDS COMPRESS ANT 
OTHER IMPROVEMENTS 


Cotton exports out of Los Angeles 
Harbor have increased to such en 
extent that Traffic Manager Pederser 
of the harbor department on Fri- 
day proposed considerable changes 
in the handling of all cotton. In 
a report to the Harber Commission. 
Mr. Pedersen recommends the in- 
stallation of a second compress, thus 
doubling the capacity of the one now 
located at the outer harbor. 

Mr. Pedersen has devised a plan 
whereby cotton can be traneferred 


.|from the compress and warehouse on 


barges to ships in any part of the) 
harbor. thereby eliminafing the pres- 
ent switching expense, end also re- 
lieving the congested rail traffic 
about the harbor docks. 

During the present season, 63.868 
bales ef cotton, representing mere 
than 15,000 tona. have been handled 
Of this amount, 35,875 bales have 
been compressed, the municipal 
compress running to capacity, with 
18,388 bales on hand aw com- 
pressing and shipment. 

Pedersen reports that the outleok 
for the next season indicater that 
mere than double the quantity will 
be received, which will necessitat« 
extension of storage facilities, rail. 
read tracks, and the purchase of 
censiderable handling equipment, 
electric tractors and conveyers. 


TO SEIZE LIQUOR IN 
TRANSIT TO MEXICO. 


NEW DEPARTMENT RULING ON 
FOREIGN SHIPMENTS IN 
EFFECT ON FIFTEENTH. 


Foreign liquor in transportation 
through this port ta Mexico wil) 
be barred after the 15th inst. under 
orders of the sury Department, 
aceording to information received 
yesterday by Collector of Customs 
Elliott, who has been directed to 
seize all liquors in transit at this 
port after that date. 

Under the order nothing of an al- 
eoholic nature can he shipped 
through the local port to Mexico 
unless it goes from a bonded ware- 
house in the United States under 
permit of the prehibition enforce-

“The order to the Collector reads 
as follows: 

“Pursuant to the Attorney- _— 
eral's opinion of June 30, and 
firming the previous opinion of F 
ruary 4. you are directed te refuse 
transportation or exportation en- 
tries for all intoxicating liquors tn 
your district not covered by prohi- 
bition permit. This order to be ef- 
fective on all sueh liquers shipped 
from foreign eountries on and after 
July 15, and liquor shipped on and 
after that date should be seized and 
forfeited in the uweual manner under 
customs regulations.” 


PROTEST FIRE ESCAPES.

SCIENTIST’S JOB 


IS LONELY ONE. 


Sun Shooters in Arizona Miles 


Heve to. Order Supplies Via 


Another Nice Place for Medi- 
tation in Andes. 


WASHINGTON, June 30.—One of 


the loneliest scientific jobs in the 
world is that of the two men rep- 


res.| resenting the Smithsonian Institu- 


tion, who spend all of their time at 
the new solar observatory, which 
has just been established on Mt. 
Harqua Hala in Arizona. It is the 
game observatory which has been 
located for so many years on Mt. 
Wilson in California. and was re- 
moved to Arizena because the scien- 
tists there have a greater number 


of days clear enough for the study 
of solar rad 


lation. 

The nearest neighbor to this new 
scientific outpost is a prospector, 
and he is a mile away. Hise three 
burros furn the only transpor- 
tation which can reach the ob- 


servatory. The little town of Wen- 


den is sixteen miles away and sev- 
eral thousand feet below. The scien- 
tists order their groceries once. in 


two weeks, by signalling with the 
heliograph—that is with flashes of 


sunlight th by a mirror—us- 
ing the 


ANOTHER IN ANDES. 


In addition to this observatory tn 


Arizona, the Smithsonian Inetitu- 
tion now maintains another one in 


the Chilean Andes, about eight 


miles from the town of Calama, 
and: $8500 feet above sea level. This 
also was established in its present 


location within the past year. It is 


said to be the best place in the 
world for the observation of solar 
radiation, because the sky is clear 
on 80 per cent of the days. In the 
Arizona location it is clear on about 
70 per cent of the days. 


From these two stations the scien- 
tists expect to gain most important 
information concerning solar radia- 
tion, and especially conterning ite 
effect upon the weather. It seems to 
have been established that the 
|} amount of heat, which the sun gives 


off varies from time to time, and 


there is a strong presumption that 


by studying these variations. changes 
in the weather can be predicted with 
a new certainty, and perhaps much 
farther in advance than now.

Who sees little use 
in any esctentific investigation that 
has not an immediate practical ap- 
plication, you may consider that 
these scientists on their remote 
mountain tops are engineers ob- 
serving the central heating plant, 
which operates the world.

The point is that the sun is not 
the reliable thing you imagine it to 
be. It is nothing but a great hot 
coal, slowly burning iteelf out. At 
least, it must be burning itself out, 
and the scientists assume that ulti- 
mately it will burn out entirely, 
leaving us in the dark and cold, un- 
lees it collides with some other body, 
thus getting a new supply of fuel. 
us 


These little contingencies are all 
a few trillion years in the future, 
and are noth to worry about. But 
nevertheless e sun is supremely 
worth studying right now. If an in- 
telligent being could come here 
from another planet, he would prob- 
ably wonder that we spent such an 
enormous amount of money invent- 
ing guns and gases with which to 
get ourselves killed, and so little 
money in studying the sun, upon 
which our lives depend. 

THE MYSTERIOUS SUN 6&POT.. 


For one thing, there are the sun 
spots. These are cloudy places over 
the sun, cutting off some of its 
light and heat from us. which are 
believed by scientists to be due to 
the collection of gases at certain 
points. It is believed that these sun 
spots have a marked effect upon the 
earth in some way. For example, 
the aurora borealis. which recent- 
ly got so much publicity. occurs in 
connection with sun spots and is be- 
Heved to be caused by them. It is 
an electrical phenomenon. The re- 
cent display of the aurora charged 
the air so heavily that telegraphs 
and cables were affected, and many 
believe that whhuman beings ‘were 


he possible that the sun 
spots have a good deal to do with 
the way you feel on a given morn- 
|ing. It may be that when science 
hag studied the matter adequately, 
all human activities will be resgu- 
lated largely in accordance with the 
condition of the sun spots. Some 
years ago a scientist attracted a 
good deal of attention by claiming 
that he could predict the price of 
wheat by the sun pot. 

Meantime, the eather Bureau 
states that it cannot trace any con- 
nection between the sun spots and 
the weather. It admits that sun 
spots have something to do with the 
aurora and terrestrial ma«cnetism, 
but says “the nature of these rela- 
tions is complex and more or less 
unknown.” 

TERRIBLE MYSTERY. 

The last word no doubt sums up 
the situation. The sun, by whose 
light and heat alone man lives his 
little moment. is a terrible mystery 
to him. He does not know what it 
may do to him. But meantime he 
calmly scrutinizes it and impudently 
tries to hitch it up and miake it 
work. During his residence at the 
Mt. Wileon observatory, Dr. Ab- 
bott made a sun-heat cooker. He 
concentrated the rays by means of 
a parabolic mirror, and so baked 
— and bread without the use of 
ue 

Perhaps the scientist on his moun- 
tain top, studying the sun through 
his telescope, while it cooks his din- 
ner for him, is an outpost in more 
senses than one, He is an outpost 
(of the future when man will under- 
siand far more of the universe in 
which he lives, and will control it 
for his own benefit.

Now 
oak has the peculiar property of 
lasting for centuries when buried 
in water or wet sand. Oak piles 
have been taken out from under old 
wooden bridges constructed by the 
Romans and found as sound as 
when they were put there nearly 
2000 years ago. 

Oak known as the bog oak is 
found buried in peat bogs and is 
perfectly black, intensely hard and 
very valuable. At present there is 
an absolute famine in seasoned oak - 
wood, but If we could suppress Bol- 
shevism and open up Russia to 
trade, that famine would soon be 
ended. Just before the war it was 
discovered that the bed of the Riv- 
er Moksha, for a length of over 400 
miles, is simply full of magnificent 
old oak trees bedded in sand.— 
[Vancouver (B. C.) Sun.

It a curious 
fact that the firm of Samuel started 
rather more than 100 years ago, by 
making shell-covered boxes, which 
enjoyed a wide sale as souvenirs of 
English seaside resorts. 

The Mikado, in recognition of his 
work for Japan, made Sir Marcus a 
Knight Commander of the Order of 
the Rising Sun, he was knighted for 
eervices to the British Navy, and has 
received an official vote of thanks 
from the British Admiralty ‘for 
services of the utmost importance” 
during the war. He is a commander 
of the Order of Leopold of Belgium 
and a grand officer of the Legion 
of Honor.

The seas ad- 
jacent to our shores are vast reser- 
voirs. of food produced without ef- 
fort on the part of man, and our 
Great Lakes hold unsu stores 
of fresh water fishes. We have at 
our command a greater variety of 
fine food fishes and shelifishes than 
any other country, but we 46 not use 
them as we must eventually, for in 
the future we must draw an ever-in- 
creasing our food from the 
waters as the land becomes less able 
to supply the needs of the increasing 
popuiation.—( Indianapolis News.

American Motion Picture Industry 

Exposition Company, which will give 

a big exposition in Los Angeles the 
| first of the coming year.

| ducers were saying, ““The public will 
not have costume plays, nor war 
| plays nor fights nor plays where old- 
er women are the heroines.” In the 
six months between, the public has 
shown its interest in a revival of 
| Barrie’s “Alice Sit-by-the-Fire.”’

, children. Two months ago “Enter 
| Madame,” with “Madame” way past 
| 40, took Broadway. New York, by 
storm and the dear public approves 
of the war play “The Four Horse- 
men of the Apocalypse” as the box- 
office receipts are stil] dally showing. 
| Now comes “The Three Muske- 
teers,” which is historical, a cos- 
tume play, in which there is a queen 
none too young and there is intrigue 
of war and governments and some 
jolly good fights, with Douglas Fair- 
banks as D’Artagnan, taking part. 

Mr. Langley accompanied me 
through the studio the other day 
when they were shooting the ball- 
room scenes and J saw the targets 
of the camera from a new point 
of view. No doubt I absorbed it 
ifrom Mr. Langley but I rejoiced in 
it as a Columbus and at once 
wanted to “pass it on.” 

The ballroom set is an exact fac- 
simile of the gorgeous one in 
Fontainebleau three and a half cen- 
turies ago. I saw ten workmen 
carrying the very last portion of 
it to complete the set. The part 
they carried was only two pillars 
and an arch, one of twenty in the 
whole set. 

It was made so solid to create an 
air of elegance to the room so that 
the actors might feel it and transmit 
the feeling to the spectators. Five 
candles shone each pillar re- 
flected in the long lake of the shiny | 
dancing floor. An efficient dustless, 
mop of the most modern vafiety was 
constantly wielded between the ad- 
vances of the queen by a g004 
American workman, the only in- 
congruous figure in that French 
room. 

In telling me of the dimensions of 
the ballroom Mr. Langley laughed 
when he contrasted it with the first 
set designed by him for Mr. Selig in 
Chicago twenty years ago. All the 
action of “The Serenaders” thes 
took place within a twenty-foot set 
The back of it was canvas rudely 
painted. Even the plano was 
painted.

“More of life, more of truth, more 
freshness, and less reiteration of 


worn-out themes” is a _ rule for 
scenario and story requirements Iald 
down by Thomas H. Ince re- 
ponse to a query from an unsuccess- 
ful author, who had written to the 
producer, asking whether there ‘fs 
really a demand for dintercating 
acreen stories.”

The departments at 
Washington, like the offices of other 
American cities, are filled with un- 
married girls between the ages of 
20 and 30. 


— REASONS WHY. 


The feminists will tell you that 
these girls are working because they 
love their independence, and that 
they would want to continue to work 
and be self-supporting even though 
they married. Unprejudiced ob- 
servers, on the other hand, have es- 
timated that an offer of marriage 
and support from an attractive man 
with an assured income of $10,000 a 
year would be rejected by only about 
one-tenth of 1 per cent of these 
bachelor girls. 

Most of them are working because 
they have to, and most of them 
have not married because the good 
chance has not come along. No 
doubt many of them do appreciate 
their independence and they prob- 
ably appreciate it more after they 
have made some progress in their 
work and have become accustomed 
to the blessings of freedom. Cut 
they are workers ‘above all from 
necessity. Not only $10,000 men, 
but even $5000 men are lamentably 
scarce. They are quickly captured 
by the more attractive girls, and 
usually by girls with social setting 
and enough money to dress in style, 
rather than by stenographers living 
on $25 a week. What the §aste- 
nographer actually finds available in 
the way of a spouse is usually a 
clerk in the same office, making 
anywhere from $2500 to $4000 a 
year. She herself may’*be making 
as much as $2000. If she is 
the flapper stage of indiscreet en- 
thusiasm, she will think a long time 
before giving up her independent 
income to share one less than. twice 
as large. Yet that is often what the 
man wants her to do. He does not 
want his wife to hold a job. 


WORKING COUPLES. 


But there are more and more 
cases in which the man abandons 
this point of view for the more 
sensible one. They marry and on 
their combined incomes are able to 
establish an attractive home and to 
save money for the deferred enter- 
prise of having children. The 
resultant home and family is just as 
much founded on the woman's earn- 
ings as on the man's. There is, in 
such a case—and there are now 
many such cases—no more justifica- 
tion for discharging the woman be- 
cause she has a husband than there 
would be for discharging the man 
because he has a wife. 
CONCLUSION UNMISTAKABLE. 

The whole argument was vigor- 
ously thrashed out a few years ago 
when there was widespread effort 
to deprive married teachers of their 
jobs. The cogclusion in both cases 
seems to be unmistakable. Leav-

‘STARTED AS TELEGRAPHER. 
Procel comes into the ftmportant 
position that he now holds with an 
experience in various phases of rail- 
road affairs covering more than 
twenty-five years. He began work 
as a telegraph operator at Tula in 
1895. and was promoted to the 
agency at that station. He served as 


on the Mexican Central 
and was then sent to the City of 
Mexico, where he was operator at 
the Buena Vista station. | 

After one year he was made man- 
ager of the telegraph department in 
the city office of the Mexican Cen- 
tral. He served in that position for 
five years and then went with the 
Pullman Company for two 
He next became telegraph operator 
in the office of the superintendent of 
car service of the National Railways 
and was soon made chief clerk. He 
established the per diem system as 
railway cars, while in this of- 
ce. 


Railroad, 


RAPID PROMOTICN. 

After several Years in this posi- 
tion he was appointed superintend- 
ent of transportation of all the lines 
of the National Railways. When 
the revolutionary period began he 
‘resigned this position and after two 
years wae called upon to re-enter 
railroad work. fle took a place in 
the traffic department and not long 
thereafter he was made assistant to 
the chief clerk and next was ad- 
vanced to chief clerk.

As a resuit of these factors, 
therefore, the American producer or 
exporter can find in Japan a good 
market for his raw cotton, machin- 
‘ery, tron and steel producis, heavy 
chemicals, dyestuffs, leather, petro- 
leum products and timber, but only 
a very limited market for his house- 
hold articles, prepared foodstuffs 
textiles, articles of clothing and 
products of Mike nature. There are 
\a few lines of wholly manufactured 
\goods, such as automobiles, sewing- 
| machines, Certain drugs and chem- 
icala, and machine tools, which, 
however, are imported, as Amert- 
can manufacturers, by meats of 
standardization and quantity pro- 
duction, ¢can produce them cheaper 
and better than they can be pro- 
duced in Japan, even with the 
comparatively cheap labor there 
available. But, as @ general rule, it 
can be said that Japan is a market 
for raw materials and industria! 
supplies rather than for finished 
products, and this tendency is be- 
coming more marked year by year. 

HOW TO S8ELL. 

The second question, “How can I 
sell to Japan?” is much more diffi- 
cult to answer. The trade of Japan 
ia already well organized. ere 
are, in Kobe and Osaka alone, some 
twenty American trading firms, usu- 
ally branches of large concerns here 
in the United States, who are com- 
peting actively among themselves 
and inet the British, German. 
French and Italfan firms, for the 
Iecal business. In addition, there 

re hundreds of Japanese import- 
ine and firms, one of 
which at least (Mitsui & Co.) is 
as large, if not larger, than any 
American firm engaged exclusively 
in foreigh trade. These Japanes 
firme usually have branches and 
purchasing agents in the United 
States, through whom they do their 
‘purchasing. As a result of this you 
can readily understand you cannot 
gO out to Japan and pick up orderr 
anywhere without effort on your 
|part. You have to meet competi- 
tion as strong as you find right 
‘here at home. 
If you are a manufacturer, your 
i'problem of selling goods in Japan 
\is comparatively simple. There are 
\several methods by which American 
s are sold. first, and prob- 
lably the best, its to establish 
branches of your 7 selling or- 
nization there. is, however, 


only feasible with concerns pro- 
ducing something needed in Japan. 
\like petroleum products or _ iron 
,and steel products, for which there 
is a market large enough to warrant 
‘the maintenance of offices in the 
Another method. 
visable when the volume of busi- 
ness is not enough to warrant 
establishing rate offices, is to 
give. a sole agency to one of the 
solid, reliable trading firms, either 
Japanese or American, who will use 
their selling organization to distrib- 
ute your products. This system, of 
course, suffers from the disadvantage 
of preventing you from selling to 
anyone in Japan except through 
your agents, but has the advantage 
of giving you a selling organization 
without cost to yourself and of 
rotecting you from bad credita. 
t is, altogether, an excellent system, 
and trading firms are usually very 
giad to get sole neles for good 
standard lines which can be sold 
in Japan. 


WHERE THEY FAIL.

can manufacturers often adopt and 
which is usually not successful, is 
to try to sell direct to the consumers. 
This system fails for several rea- 
sons. One is that very few Japanese 
can understand enough English to 
read your circular letters and adver- 
tising literature. Another is that 
they don't want prices quoted 
F.O. B. Los Angeles in cents per 
pound. They want prices laid down

‘| vantageous factor is that you do 


not know if the concern with whom 
you are dealing is reliable or not. 
and consequently you want credits 
established before you ship the 
goods, and the smaller consumer 
usually is not able to put up a let- 
ter of credit with his orders. 

If you are an exporter, however, 
your problem is not so easy. As I 
have intimated before, the trade 
with Japan is well organized and 
it is not easy to obtain a share of 
it. There are hundreds of concerns 
already on the spot and fighting for 
each little order which can be found. 
All of the larger and more reliable 
importing and exporting concerns 
have offices or agents in the United 
States and consequently have no 
need for connections with exporting 
houses here. The same objections 
to dealing with the consumers di- 
rect, mentioned before, apply also to 
exporters. Consequently it is usual- 
ly necessary for exporting houser 
either to establish offices in Japan 
or to form connections with some 
importing house already in Japan. 
The first course is advisable, if suf- 
ficient business can be obtained to 
Warrant the expense. Even if you 
know that the business is there, do 
not expect to get it immediately. It 
may take years before the Japan 
offices wil] pay for their upkeep, but 
the firms which control the trade 
now are those which have estab- 
lished themselves to stay, swallowed 
their losses in the lean years and 
taken the profits in the fat years. 
Foreign trade cannot be established 
by a great flourish of trumpets and 
much advertising. It comes after 
years of patient endeavor. 

if your exporting concern is not 


of establishing offices in Japan, the 
only alternative plan is to establish 
connections with concerns already in 
the country. This is generally not 
satisfactory, as each concern takes a 
commission on the transaction and 
raises the price of the goods beyond 
that at which they can be obtained 
from t*e concerns which have offices 
in both countries and only pay one 
commission. However, occasionally 
I hear of mutually satisfactory con- 
nections being made, but they are 
not usually made by mail. Extreme 
care should be taken in forming 
such connections and I would strong- 
ly advise a!) exporting houses plan- 
ning to establish connections in 
Japan to send a representative to

MATTER OF CREDITS. 


In. regard to the metter of 
credits.

DEPRESSION. 


Turning now from general to 
particular conditions, the most 
noticeable feature of the present is 
the depression in Japan.

When the 
slump came, it soon became appar- 
ent that there were enough of the 
ordinary industrial materials (iron, 
steel, cotton, crude chemicals, etc.)

All of this,

the years of the war, and undoubt- 
edly will prove to be a healthy de- 
velopment, inasmuch as it will weed 
out the unstable trading firms and 
exotic industries, leaving only those 
which are necessary to the proper 
development of the country. 

The question is, however, What 
effect will this readjustment have 
upon the future of the trade be- 
tween Japan and the U 
In my opinion, you will 
trade between two countries 
much decreased in volume for some 
vears to come.

Consequently, if American 
producers ship one-third as much 
steel to Japan in 1921 as they did 
in 1920, they will have cause to con- 
gratulate themselves. The same can 
be said of many other lines. Such 
trade as there will be, however, will 
be healthy and will help in develop- 
ing the industries of both countries 
in a normal and steady manner. 
While I am not authorized to 
speak of political conditions in 
Japan, 1 think that I can safely say 
that, whatever feeling may exist in 
Japan owing to the political rela- 
tions between the two countries, does 
not extend to the trade. The Japa- 
nese, as is true of al] other peo- 
ples, buy in the cheapest market 
and do not, as a rule, allow senti- 
ment to interfere with business.

The tremendous waste of power In 
this State which has been flowing 
down the mountain gorges and to 
the valley streams and thence to the 
sea in the form of unharnessed and 
unchecked hydroelectric power is 
something almost appalling. 

Science has demonstrated that 
these millions upon millions of 
horsepower can be brought from the 
mountain gorges to the valleys to aid 
irrigation: to the seaboard to aid 
manufacture: to the railroads to fa- 
cilitate transportation, and to the 
homes to make even more comfort- 
able the residents of California. 

PREDICTS DEVELOPMENT. 

With the readjustment period 
through which we have been pass- 
ing, will come, in my opinion, an 
abnormal period of development.

| TIOGA HIGHWAY OPENED. 


But Auto Club Crew Warns Motorists of a 
Few Rather Rough Detours. 


Tioga Pass, queen of the Sierras 
and bane of motorists, is actually 
open to automobiles. 


This announcement was made 
yesterday by the touring bureau of 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California following the return of a 
scout car which has just covered this 
important route. 

The Tioga is open to the average 
auto and to the average motoring 
party—not alone to “stunt” cars. It 
is thoroughly passable and with the 
exception of some rough detours and 
rocky roads where the surface was 
washed away by freshets, it is a 
pleasant and scenic tour. 

Motorists who plan to enter the 
pass had best go in by way of Mono 
Lake. This is the eastern entrance 


and is easier than going in from the 

west as the grades run down hill. 
In addition to navigating the

One of the drivers on his arrival in 
Tonopah remarked that “The pace 
Was too fast for the country.” de- 
claring that the roads were simply 
terrible and that the pace sect was 
beyond the ability of the cars to 
stand. 

To show the strenuous character 
of the going it may be mentioned 
that one car broke a frame and the 
driver patched it up with a crow- 
bar and continued on; another, the 
gne that won second place, went 
into the ditch while traveling at 
fifty miles an hour; Bramlette 
emashed a wheel in a big chuck 
hole which he struck while travel- 
tig at sixty miles an hour; another 
car also broke a wheel, while sev- 
eral went into the ditch while going 
at high speed. Of the ten cars 
which started only four were able 
to finish, and Bramilette’s Leland- 
built Lincoln won first place by two 
hours and thirty minutes, and fin- 
ished four hours ahead of the car 
taking third place. It was a test 
of the power, stamina, roadability 
and worth of a motor car, and of 
daring and ability on the part of the 
driver. The Lincoln car and “Bill”

The State has a law which places 
the maximum load that may be

gent.

When the 
“tar hawk” shows up above the 
trap house, you instinctively point 
your gun, following the object in 
the interim, with both eyes. The

Angeles. A presidio is a garrison, or mili- 
tary headquarters. A pueblo is a town gov- 
erned by civil law: Therefore, Los Angeles 
was the first pueble to receive a charter 
from the King. : 


The pueblo received its name from the 
special feast day of Our Lady of the Angels, 
the Virgin Mary, which, in the Roman Cath- 
olic calendar, occurs om the secord day of 
August. On this day, in 1769, an explorins 
party of sixty-four, under Gaspar de Portola, 
while looking for the Pay of Monterey, 
reached a spot negr a pretty little streem., 
and there jt halted for rest. It was pictur 
esque in its surroundings, and wildly besuti- 
ful, and charming in its solituds:. Jn the 
party were two priests. Mass was ceijebrated, 
and Friar Crespi gave to the place the name 
of the feast day—Our Lady of the Angela 
The friars christened the pretty winding 
stream Porciuncula, after the name of a 
little river that flowed by thé modest home 
of St. Francis, in Italy, the founder of the 
Franciscan Order. After resting a few 
days, the expedition continued northward. 


Twelve years later, that T. on Sevtem- 
ber 4, 1781, thenew Governor, Felipe de 
Neve, came south to found puebics. He 
found a spot of striking beauty, picturesque 
in its rolling bills and fertile plains, tirough 
which courses a pretty stream.

Thirty miles north of San Miguel, slightly 
off the beaten track, stands San Antonio de 
Padua, glorious in its ruin and conceded by 
many to be the most perfect bit of Spanish 
architecture in thee United States. The-ern 
trance is to be reproduced in the New Mis- 
sion Playhouse at San Gabriel, and the tall 
graceful arches have been the inspiration 
for many an artist and poet. It was one of 
the missions established by, Junipero Serra 
himself, in 1771, and it was San Antonio that 
was famous for its wonderful horses in the 
days when tbe King’s Highway knew not 
the trail-of gasoline, but’ echoed the hoof 
beats of 
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marbie, 

But do not leave Monterey without going 
on to Carmelo, for it is there that one finds 
the Mission San Carlos de Borromeo, the 
most celebrated and important of-the twen- 
ty-one missions. It was the second one 
founded, being dedicated June 3, 1769, by 
Father Junipero Serra, the president of the 
California missions. The church was first 
built as his official residence, and it was 
at San Carlos that he lived and died. One 
of the most interesting features of the stone 
church is the stone staircase in the interior 
which leads up to the belfry. The tower is 
in perfect condition, and in it hangs the 
old bell which stil] calls to service across 
the silence of the Padre’s graves. But here 
at Carmelo, one can see the horrors of mis- 
cellaneous restoration. For many years aft- 
er the secularization, San Carlos was a for- 
gotten ruin, no one even remembered that 
here was the tomb of the valiant. Father 
Junipero, but when they did remember— 
alas, their zeal outstripped their artistic 
sense, and the result is tragic to those who 
love beauty, and yearn to have the missions 
restored as they were, and not as someone 
with limited ideas of modern art would have 
them appear. 

Following El Camino Real north from 
Monterey, one leaves the coast and travels 
back through one of California’s Leautiful 
valleys, and finds the.next mission — San 
Juan Bautista, about thirty-five miles further 
on. It is very beautifully situated on the 
edge of a mesa, overlooking the valley. 
~- The mission has a long cortidor of seven- 
teen arches, with two square orifices. ‘The 
root is partially tiled. Beside the main 
building, is the mission church which still 
remains as it was built. The chapel has 
three altars, all of which were made and 
carved from native wood, an@ here was the 
first organ ever used in California. In fact, 
it is said that San Juan Bavtista was found- 
ed. with the organ, for it was while listening 
to the strains played by one of the padres 
that the savages were persuaded to come to 
baptism. 

Then back to the coast again, we make a 
detour, and find all that remains of Santa 
Crug — a memoria! cross, and a few frag- 
ments of walls—these are the sad remnants 
of the once beautiful mission. 

The Mission of Santa Clara has met a 
happier fate, in a sense. While -very little 
of the original mission remains beside the 
three old bells donated by the King of Spain, 
it has been carefully restored, and besides 
it is the Jesuit College of Santa Clara, which

Our Navy in the Air. 
We need an old-fashioned navy. We need, 
prodably, a completion of the so-called 1916 
battleship-building program. But in addl- 
tion to all and above all—in order to pre- 
sent an all-around, well-balanced, fighting 
unit that shall hold its own with the navies 
of the world—we need a prodigious develop- 
ment of the new battleships of the air. 


For it requires no aeronautical enthusiast 
to see that the first fight in the next war 
will be in the clouds above the ocean, and 
that long before Uncle Sam’s first-line bat- 
tleships come within one another's range 
the question of aerial navy supremacy will 
have to be pretty definitely settled, one way 
or another. It goes without saying that 
the only defense against an air fleet of the 
enemy is a stronger air fleet of one’s own, 
and equally movable. The guns which at- 
tempt to shoot down airplanes or any other 
defense from the ground or from the deck 
of the vessel—anti-aircraft guns they are 
called—have comparatively little effect. 
During the recent “irritation” against Ger- 
many only about one-tenth of one per cent 
of the airplanes going over the line in the 
American Air Service were shot down by 
anti-aircraft weapons. 


The most obvious purpose of sea airplanes 
ls scouting to locate the enemy for hundreds 
of miles on all sides of the fleet outskirts 
and patrolling to protect ships from sub- 
marines and surprise attack. Had the Brit- 
ish merchant marine been accompanied by 
air scouts during the war, and had they 
been able to carry, as they will in the future, 
depth bombs, there is little chance that the 
Katsér’s U-boats would have had a look-in, 
or at least the look-in would have been most 
disagreeable. 

Reports of the enemy can be instantly 
communicated by radio-telephone, or by di- 
rect return of the airships to their base. 
Spotting and control of big gunfire is another 
important function of the airplane in con- 
nection with the battle fleet. The airplane 
maneuvers in big circles over the target and 
can report instantaneously by what margin 

he gunners have failed to locate the “heart” 
of the enemy battleship. —{Hora¢e Green, in 
Leslie’s.

N A living-room the best effects and con- 
suspended from the ceiling.

The choice of a shade for a portable lamr 
shovld be made with much thought” 1° 
should Got be too shallow nor too deep. It 
showld not flare too much, and yet the light’ 
space must be large enough. And last, but 
not least of all, the illuminated and unillu- 
minated colors of the shade must be giren 
almost prayerful attention.

The new metal filaments and gas-filled 
bulbs «ive a much brighter and whiter light 
than the old carbon filament bulbs. Where 
soft@ned effects are.desired the result may 
be obtained at very little ho expense. 
Simple silk or parchmégt s may be 
used, or you may tint porcelain bowls or 
shades to suit the color scheme of your 
room. If you already have enough color in 
your room an ivory tone added to a shade 
will soften the light as well as remain a 
neutral cojor note. 


Do not keep the lights in any room so dull 
and softened that the room has an at- 
mosphere of hush and stillness. This is 
quite as irritating to most people as is a 
garish light. If one has money and the in- 
clination many unusual lighting effects may 
be obtained. For instance, one house recent- 
ly bvilt has am artificial moonlight window, 
another an artificial skytight.

The Marshall plan for the 
irrigation of the great interior valleys, called 
visionary by many, at least reveals the hold 
that conservation ideals have upon the pub . 
lic realization of the waste of water and 
pounding of the Colorado River, with the 
placing under irrigation of countless thot- 
sands of acres of virgin soil, betoken a pub 
lic realizaiton of the waste of water and 
power resources allowed through neglect of 
this great stream. The San Gabriel reservoir 
project, designed to effectively solve the 
flood problem of the greater part of Los An- 
geles county, while at the same time saving 
valuable water for irrigation purposes, has 
attracted the widest interest. 


The past three or four years of deficient 
rainfall have very definitely indicated that 
the “wasteful rule of thumb methods of ap- 
plying water in use by many farmers and 
fruit growers must be abandoned jn favor of 
intelligent use of water applied in the most 
approved way and at the right time. Over 
hundreds of acres drought injury has oc- 
curred; due in many instances not to in- 
sufficient amounts applied, but to lack of 
intelligent timing, and therefore entirely 
preventable. Lowering water tables over 
large areas and the cutting down of stream 
flow have also emphasized the necessity for 
efficient methods of application as well as 
greater development of supplies. Add to 
these, increased costs of water due to higher 
power rates, higher wage scales, greater 
lifts and other causes, and there exist 
and sufficient reasons for farmers and fruit 
growers to be much more alive to irrigation 
problems than ever before. And that they 
are alert to the situation is clearly evident 
from the rapid developments in irrigation 
knowledge and practice made during the past 
two by manufacturers of 

equipment, by investigators, 
official and private.

BEETS AND ALFALFA. 


There are a number of different methods 
of applying water to sugar beets and al- 
falfa, which are the two most important 


field crops. The use of the open ditch in} 


irrigating sugar beets is quite commonly 
practiced. When using this method the 
land is ridged up into checks about twenty- 
four feet wide, a “tapoon” is placed in the 
ditch about the middle of the check and 
the whole stream is turned into one or two 
lands, according to the head. It is the best 
method to use when thé land is leveled so 
that checks can be used. Lets labor is re- 
quired and a more uniform distribution is 
secured. The same method applies to al- 
falfa when the land is level, permitting 
k 


ing 
However, when the land is uneven and 
rolling the portable galvanized iron pipe 
is used almost universally. Ten-foot joints 
of pipe, ranging in diameter from four to 
twelve inchdés, are fitted together and con- 
nected up to a standpipe with a portable 
valve attached. In this manner the water 
can be directed to any part of the field, the 
line being laid to the lower end of the 
field and the joints taken off as the ground 
is irrigated. Prior to the war this was one

pipe it became for awhile nearly as expen- 
sive the ‘check hod,’ which ntcessi- 
tates graditig and ling.

The 
centrifugal pump, where the water level is 
clese to the surface, is generally the best, 
but normally in irrigation use the deep- 
well turbine pump is the most desirable of 
all types to bring the water to the surface 
of the ground. The first cost of a pumping 
installation is not usually the determinins 
factor in that a gain of but 3 per cent ‘' 
the plant efficiency will cause a saving of 5 
per cent of the power cost. The variaticn 
in the quantity for chanee in the depth to 
water, or the total head, the lift per star 
at the most economical head, and the work- 
manship likewise require careful analysis 
before selection. The determination of 
the proper motor is less of a problem than 
the selection of the most economical pump, 
in that there is less variation tn fhe char- 
acteristics of the standard motors. With 
the present advanced development of the 
vertical motor and the direct . connected 
head, there is litt'e reason to use other 
than direct connected units when a proper 
selection of the equipment is made.

standpipes, even if the irrigation system be 
of the underground pipe type, and where the 
head ditch is an open flume of stone, wood, 
or even of earth, there is necessarily a con- 
siderable gap between the outlets and the 
furrows. The connections must be shoveled 
out. 

Another preliminary is the clearing out of 
the line or ditch. During the wiuter leaves, 
twigs and trash are blown into the ditch, 
loose soil may be thrown into the “stands,” 
or mud or sediment may clog the line. 
Even in summer some trash wil) lodge in 
the system between Irrigations and the 
the safest precaution in all cases is to flush 
ovt the whole length of the line before be- 
gintling to “set the water.” When the water 
comes is a busy time—a great deal of an- 
noyance be prevented by the

“SETTING THE WATER.” 


The number of furrows between tree rows 
will depend upon planting distance and the 
amount or “head” of water to be applied 
as related to character of soil, length of run 
and time allowance. With fifty inches for 
two days applied to a square ten-acre tract, 
as mapy as six furrows may be run, but 
with only twenty-five inches we found that 
four furrows were ali that could be run, and 
even then we irrigated for three days in- 
stead of the normal share of two. Our }.rac- 
tice was to irrigate the tree-furrows first 
and to keep a flow to the bottom of these 
furrows during the whole period, and then 
to apply any surplus to the middle furrows. 
It required careful utilization of twenty- 
five inches to reach all the middles. 

Uniess the head is large enough to open 
all the gates at once, the systematic way to 
proceed is to begin at the weir box—the 
high point of the line—and to so adjust each 
gate that what seems the proper volume is 
started down those furrows it is desired to 
run first. (usually those nearest the trees.) 
Proceeding thus down the line, the whole 
head is evenly distributed. 

With a small head of water, there will 
not be enough to start the lower rows, for 
if the upper streams were reduced to supply 
a surplus for the lower, the water never 
would reach the ends of any of the furrows. 
So when all the head has been distributed 
according. to the judgment of the irrigator 
—no matter how many of the lower rows 
remain to be run—all further attention is 
given to follo\7ing the course of the streams, 
making mifior adjustments to increasé or 
decrease their A and to open up the

Tt is a decided help to have the trée rows 
numbered along the main ditch and a cor- 
responding but less important aid if the 
lower tree of each row is marked with the 
row number. Sometimes the numbers are 
painted on the tree trunks, sometimes on 
the stands if these correspond with the tree 
rows and in some cases metal tags marked 
with the row numbers are suspended from 
the first and last tree of each row. Lacking 
these, the irrigator must depend upon cer- 
tain conspicuous objects as corresponding 
to certain rows.

Plant together in ote plot such crops as 


beets, carrots, onions, parsnips and rad- 


ishes. They will not suffer by overhead 
aprinkling, using single rows just close 
enough together to permit the use of the 
wheel hoe, Single rows are easier to weed 
and produce good results, because the 
water goes direct to the roots. 

Arrange your garden also with respect to 
water supply. Place all propagating beds, 
cold frame and seed beds close to your 
faucetse—they require careful and frequent 
watering. 


Now for the vegetables that require irrt- 
gation. Your short hose will surely be ap- 
preciated here. A few of them are corn, 
celery and Kentucky Wonder beans. For 
this irrigation, have the water supply on 
the highest ground, the rows beginning at 
this point and running down: with this ar- 
rangement, a short piece of hose should do 
all the irrigating for this plot of ground. 
Beans and corn work hand in hand, the 
beans fertilize the corn and the corn in 
turn makes a fine ladder for the beans. 

It is a mistake to group together water- 
loving plants with those that may be in- 
injured by overirrigation, An economy of 
water is accomplished by proper grouping. 

In places hard to reach with water, plant 
such as lima beans, pumpkins and toma- 
toes. They will not suffer materially from 
some neglect in watering. 

Consider your particular type of soil. 
For heavy soils choose above-the-ground 
crops, and this class of produce needs 
water. In light soils, plant root crops—po- 
tatoes, beets, carrots and the like. This 
soil does. not retain moisture well and 
such crops withstand quite a bit of 
drought. 


Irrigate whenever possible in the evening 
and lengthen the time between irrigations.

to our complicated farming that is greatly 
appreciated by water companies and farm 
ers alike. There are few disputes about 
water bills in cities where domestic water 
is metered. Disputes will be eliminated 
from irrigation districts as soon as farmers 
learn the value of good, reliable water 
meters that record the amount as it passes 
through. 

Certain lands and cegtain crops require 
just so much water, to raise =maximum 
yields. Too much water may be ag detri- 
mental as too little water. By the use of 
meters, it is easy to gauge the right amount 
and to keep the record as a guide for nést 
year. Also by the use of meters, the con- 
sumer pays for what he gets and the 
water company collects pay for the exact 
amount of water delivered. 

When reading an irrigation water meter 
it ia necessary to know some simple hy 
draulic rules. The principal ones are the 
following: 

One acre inch is sufficient water to cover 
one acre of land one inch deep. 

One acre foot is sufficient water to cover 
one acre of land one foot deep. One acre 
foot equals 43,560 cubic feet. 

One cubic foot equals seven and one-half 
gallons. 

Meter readings for irrigation water am 
generally given in acre inches or acre fees 
as recorded on the dials with pointers. 

The flow by second feet may be obtained 
by timing the small or most rapidly mov- 
ing pointer to obtain the quantity of water 
passing through the meter in one minute. 
Tables are supplied by manufacturers to 
give the flow in second feet, miner’s inches 
or gallons per minute,

A careful survey of the Riverside irriga- 
tion district in Southern California, where 
the average rainfall is ten inches, reveals 
that about twenty-seven inches of 


this investigation applies is in alfalfa and 
the other two-thirds in citrus orchards. 
The records cover a period of seven years, 
so the twenty-seven-inch application of 
water may be accepted as satisfactory for 
that section. Other sections use more; 
some use less. There is no rule that will 
apply generally, but a careful study of cli- 
matic conditions, soils and the kinds of 
crops grown will indicate the most profit- 
able amount of water to use. And the 
quantity that pays the consumer will also, 
in the long run, prove the most profitable 
to the water company.

the development of strong fruit buds for the 
next season's crop. Moreover, ample irri- 
gation water has been shown to do much to 
offset the work of aphis and to result in a 
much thriftler and heavier yielding tree, as 
well as preventing winter drought effects, so 
prevalent the past two or three years. As 
the walnut is a deep-rocied tree, it is neces- 
sary to hold the water on walnut orchards 
longer than is the case with citrus or de 
ciduous, in order to allow deeper penetra- 
tion. Water should penetrate not less than 
eight feet in order to properly supply the 
needs of the walyut, and ten feet is better.

The method of applying water affects the 
irrigation requirement. The head and 
length of run should be such that the plot 
irrigated can be covered by the time the 
water has wet the root zone. 

Climate and altitude affect the duty of 
water. The rancher should avail himself of 
any evaporation records which are available 
for his locality. The drying effect of the 
sun and atmosphere at or after noonday is 
generally greater than that of the morning 
hours. At a 2000-foot elevation, three feet 
lof water has been found sufficient for some 
field crops, and at a 3000-foot elevation, two 
feet of water would be sufficient for the 
same crop. 

The texture, depth and structure of soils 
affect the duty of water. Fine, sandy loam 
has a usable water capacity of one and one- 
half inches per acre foot; very fine sandy 
loam one and one-half to one and three- 
fourths inches; silt one and three- 
fourths imches; silt clay loam, about two 
inches per acre foot. 


The various crops require variovs heads 
jot water. Alfalfa requires the maximum 
amount of water, grain crops and 
quire a moderate amount, and fie eee. 
such as potatoes and cantaloupes, require 
still less. 


Remember that the quality and amount 
of cultivation greatly affect the duty of 
water saving.

The prin- 
ciple is similar to a six or eight horse team. 
When one horse is not sufficient, we hitch 
on more horses until the team is strong 
enough to move the load. 

This pumping principle also ts similar to 
digging a deep sewer or drain ditch. One 
man throws the earth out until the @itch 
becomes too d then anbdther man is 
placed on a scaffold or bench of earth, part 
way up on the side of the ditch, and the two 
men work together in stages. Sometimes 
it becomes necessary to place three men in 
relays to receive the shovels full of earth, 
one from another until the top man can 
throw it out on the surface. 

This idea occurred to deep well pump 
makers several years ago, and the more pro- 
gressive manufacturers started making re 
lay pumps to rain mines, and to pump irri- 
gation water, where the water table was at 
a depth of more than sixty feet. Improve 
ments have been added, until now. these cen- | 
trifugal pumping machines are lifting wa- 
ter hundreds of feet.~ 

There are many sizes of these pumps. 
There miy be two or three pumps in a set- 
ting, or there may be a dozen or more, all 
connected to one vertical shaft, revolving at 
the one proper speed, according to volume 
and pressure of water, each one receiving 
the stream of water from below, and forc- 
ing it upward to the next pump above, until 
the surface of the ground is reached. 

There are different designs of multiple 
stage centrifugal pumps. Some are de 
signed for special turposes, while others 
are more general in application, and may be 
installed by the purchaser without the aid 
of a specialist. 

Before such a pump its fnstalled, some 
careful data in regard to conditions at the 
deep well are necessary, so that the manu- 
facturer or dealer may send the proper size 
pump, with the right number of impellers 
to do the lifting. But the machine that does 
the pumping comes to the purchaser in one 
roll, ten or twenty feet long, ready to be 
unwrapped, upended and lowered into the 
well. The piping is flanged and fitted ready 
to bolt together, length after length, as the 
pump is lowered into place, 

The lower impeller should be sunk at 
least four feet below the surface of the wa- 
ter, at low stage, as these pumps work beat 
when completely submerged, and the lower 
they hang in the water, the less air they 
take in. 

The first multiple stage pumps rested 
too heavily on the bottom bearing, or step. 
and this resulted in excessive wear.. But 
this difficulty has been corrected. Some 
pump bearings are now floated on oll: 
others are water balanced. The best de- 
signs are controlled automatically in this 
respect, so that, when working under load. 
the weight of the revolving parts id carried 
on the water that is being pumped, some- 
ae on the principle of a balanced water 
wheel. 

The different oiling devices are ingentous 
and interesting. Forcing oil under consid- 
erable pressure into a bearing several hun- 
dred feet below the oil supply is one of the 


to make these deep well pumps practical. 
Priming is not necessary with a submerged 
pump; the water runs in. and fills all the 
air spaces. Some of the smaller sizes of 
those pumps will work in bored wells as 
small as ten inches in diameter, and their 
simplicity, in comparison with deep well 
force pumps, insureg a long life for them. 
All centrifugal pumps should have 
screened intakes. The screen should have 
double thé capacity of the pipe. [f the wa- 
ter to be pum contains considerable 
vegetable matter, including moss, the ratio 
should be greater, for the slime may accu- 
mulate and increase in the screen openings.

The pump houses and derricks for these 
installations are similar to those used on 
the large developments . of the Goodyear 
Tire and Rubber Company in Arizona. The 
pump house,which has a concrete floor and 
a@ special pump foundation, isabout fourteen 
feet square, with the derrick legs forming 
the corners of thé building. Windows and 
a double door are provided, while the 
cupola top and the section of the roof above 
the door are removable to enable the 
lengths of column to be swung clear when 
the pump is pulled from the well. A‘ chain 
block of large capacity with an extra 
amount of chain is used to raise or lower 
the parts of the pump and the motor when 
necessary ,and has been found to be very 
@atisfactory. * 

Measurement of the amount of water be- 
ing pumped is made by placing a cap on 
the end of the discharge pipe with a circu. 
lar hole in it smaller than the inside diame- 
ter of the pipe. The pressure in the dis- 
charge pipe a foot back of the end is an in- 
dex of the amount of water being pumped 
and by this simple method acurate meas- 
urements can be obtained. The pumps gen-

drop structures bad to be provided, as well 
as the customary turnouts and checks. All 
of these structures were constructed of 
wood. In so much as this part of the sys- 
tem ig but temporary, the use of a more 
permanent form of construction was not 
considered warrantable. Where the canals 
are carried under the farnr roads, corru- 
gated iron culverts are used, on account of 
their great strength and durability and be- 
cause they will be an integral part of the 
pipe system. 

Preliminary to ail construction and de- 
velopment work, an accurate topographical 
map of the entire tract was made on a scale 
large enough to allow the walls to be lo 
cated, and the distribution system, the gen- 
eral direction of frrigation and the areas to 
be graded to be laid out. During construc- 
tion, the engineer continually checked the 
progress of the construction work and made 
such modifications of details as were 
economically advisable so as to obtain the 
result most favorable to operation without 
undue first cost. 

A large amount of work was required in 
leveling down the old canals and borders. 
This alone amounted to more than 150 
yards of earth per acre. The actual work 
of grading the land was carried on largely 
by force account, teams and Fresno 
scrapers being used throughout. The ridges 
which ran @iagonally .across the property 
made leveling rather difficult and expen- 
sive, especially as it wag desired to prepare 
this land for the cultune of cotton. All of

from 18956 to 1919-20. The lower portion 
of the chart shows the fluctuations in the 
water plane noted in a well in the San Ga- 
briel cone, the log of which reveals no 
clay beds whatever and which its extreme- 
ly sensitive to the passage of flood water 
from the canyon. 

By comparing the line formed by the tops 
of the areas denoting runoff with the 
curved line indicating the fluctuations of 
water level in the well the connection be- 
tween the runoff and the water levels is 
perfectly obvious. But there are some de- 
tails of that connection that are not quite 
80 Obvious. The rise or fall of the water level 
line undoubtedly denotes a gain or a loss 
in the amount of water stored in the basin. 
But a rise or a fall of any given number of 
feet from some given level does not neces- 
sarily mean an equal gain or loss of stor- 
age as a rise or fall of the same number of 
feet from some other level. A rise in the 
well leve] from 100 feet below the surface 
to ninety-five feet does not necessarily im- 
ply the same addition to the underground 
supply as a rise in the water level from 
seventy feet to sixty-five feet. The prob- 
abilities are all against such a supposition 
because of the infinitely complex mixture 
of clay bedg,and gravel strata which the 
logs of the wells meow to..be the under- 
ground fopmation ofthe basin. On the 
other hand, it would seem quite certain that 
the rise in the water level of any number 
of feet at ong, time means exactly the same 
addition to the storage of the basin as a 
rise of the same number of feet from the 
same level at some other time.

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From this it would appear that a heavy 
runoff unaccompanied by excesstve dis- 
charges has less effect in replenishine the 
underground storage than a smaller runoff 
marked by very heavy flood discharges. 
in a word, the best agencies in replenishing 
our underground water resources are the 
big floods. 


There is no question but that the farm- 


ing community of Southern California, de- 
pendent for its irrigation water upon the 
local supply, is operating upon an extreme- 


ly narrow margin. The demand is going - 


up; the supply is going down. It wonld be 
more correct to say, the allable supply. 
An abundance of water, except in very oc- 
casional seasons, falls upon our watersheds 
to take care of our present and prospective 
needs for years to come—if it could be 
caught and conserved for use. Practically 
the only water conservation system we 
now have is the one Nature has provided 
in the underground reservoirs and this is a 
wasteful system. How much of the mm- 
off water gets into the underground reser- 
voirs and how much flows off into the 
ocean can really, with our present facilities 
for observing, only be guessed at. If we 
had an elaborate gauging system at the 
mouth of every canyon that issues from the 
mountains and on every channel where it 
discharges into the sea, some approxima- 
tion could be made of it. Some authorities 
hold that as much as 50 per cent of the 
runoff water goes into underground stor- 
age; others consider 25 per cent as nearer 
the fact. Then again, of the water so 
stored only a fraction is recoverable for 
use. How much is also a matter of guess 
work. Probably not more than 25 per cent. 
If we take the maximum estimates we can 
at the most avail ourselves of about 12% 
per cent of the total runoff so far as the 
underground supply is con erned. 

It is evident, therefore, that the phase of 
flood control which we are now entering, 
viz, the construction of great dams in the 
watersheds, is of vital interest to the
